There  was  cash  in  the  treasury  at  the  beginning  of  the  year, 
$229  and  we  closed  the  books  this  year  with  $197  on  hand.  Our 
bills  on  Feb.  10th,  were  nearly  all  paid  up,  as  far  as  it  was  practi- 
cal to  do  so  with  the  exceptions  of  a  note  dated  March  7,  1913,  9 
mos,  to  Mrs  Amy  Whitten,  interest  at  5  per  cent,  $1000.  A  note 
dated  Sept.  16,  1913  on  demand  to  Fairfield  Savings  Bank,  $1000 
at  5  per  cent  int.  There  will  be  due  on  Nov.  8,  1914,  a  note  for 
$1,000  to  A  Jewell  &  Son  with  1  year's  interest  at  5  per  cent  for 
money  hired  1912  to  build  town  house. 

There  are  outstanding  accounts  and  unpaid  taxes  due  the  town 
to  take  care  of  all  claims  against  the  town  and  possibly  take  care  of 
a  $1000  note  thus  leaving  the  floating  debt  at  $2000. 

By  appropriating  $3000  to  pay  the  floating  debt  it  will  give 
your  future  Board  of  Selectmen  an  excellent  chance  to  come  out  on 
the  right  side  unless  something  very  much  out  of  the  ordinary  comes 
up. 

Your  chairman  with  the  other  members  of  the  board  have  tried 
to  run  the  affairs  of  the  town  honestly,  economically  and  to  the  best 
of  their  ability,  and  with  the  experience  gained  the  past  year  should 
be  better  qualified  to  fill  the  position  should  it  come  to  them  at  any 
future  time.

Report  of  the  Superintending  School  Committee 


To  the  Citizens  of  Fair  field : — 

The  School  Board  hereby  submit  the  annual  report  of  the 
school  department  : 

During  the  year  just  passed  a  general  movement  has  been 
started  throughout  the  state  to  better  the  condition  of  rural  school 
buildings.  During  the  spring  term  your  committee,  with  the  Super- 
intendent, visited  each  one  of  the  occupied  rural  buildings  with  a 
view  to  making  such  necessary  repairs  and  improvements  as  our 
finances  would  permit.  We  are  pleased  to  state  that  today  these 
buildings,  with  the  exception  of  the  Webster,  are  in  much  better 
condition  than  they  were  a  year  ago. 

We  desire  to  call  your  attention  emphatically  to  the  proposed 
improvements  at  the  North  building.  The  sanitary  conditions  there 
are  wholly  inadequate  for  the  large  number  attending  the  school. 
The  old  steam  plant  is  rusted  out  and  must  be  changed  for  the  com- 
fort of  our  children.  We  firmly  believe  that  the  Board  of  Health 
would  readily  condemn  the  condition  of  affairs  if  they  were  called 
on  to  investigate. 

We  believe  that  in  general  the  schools  of  the  town  are  in  good 
condition,  that  they  are  being  conducted  in  an  effective  manner  in 
so  far  as  the  finances  will  allow.  We  aim  to  engage  normal  trained 
teachers  whenever  the  salaries  paid  will  tempt  them.  We  firmly  be- 
lieve that  in  order  to  retain  good  teachers  we  must  pay  them  good 
wages,  otherwise  we  are  training  them  for  the  benefit  of  towns  that 
are  willing  to  pay  in  order  to  get  experienced  instructors. 

We  call  your  attention  to  the  several  reports  which  follow  and 
particularly  to  the  needs  of  the  schools  as  therein  set  forth. 
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We  would  make  the  following  recommendations  for  the  ensuing 
year  and  consider  these  sums  the  very  least  that  should  be  appro- 
priated. The  figures  have  been  submitted  to  the  appropriations 
committee  appointed  by  the  town  last  year  and  meet  with  their 


unanimous  approval.

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Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Board  of  Fair  field  : 

I  herewith  present  to  you  ray  sixth  annual  report  of  the  pro- 
gress and  condition  of  the  Fairfield  public  schools.  No  marked 
changes  have  taken  place  in  the  condition  of  the  schools  during  the 
past  year.  To  a  great  extent  the  same  teaching  force  has  been  re- 
tained, which  fact  in  itself  would  be  a  guarantee  that  better  work 
would  be  accomplished  than  if  frequent  changes  had  been  made. 
The  general  progress  of  the  schools  has  not  been  interfered  with  by 
outside  influences.  Very  few  cases  of  contagious  diseases  have 
been  discovered  among  the  children.  With  the  exception  of  the 
usual  state  and  county  conventions  and  the  regular  legal  holidays 
very  few  sessions  have  been  omitted.  The  attendance  as  a  whole 
has  been  good,  and  the  number  of  cases  of  truancy  demanding  at- 
tention has  been  less  than  usual. 

The  schools  at  Shawmut  have  suffered  most  as  the  result  of  lo- 
cal conditions.  Owing  to  the  lack  of  employment  many  families 
have  left  the  place  since  last  year,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  others 
would  move  away  if  it  were  not  for  the  fact  that  they  own  their 
homes  and  keep  their  families  there.  The  attendance  at  these 
schools  has  gradually  decreased  until  at  present  there  are  about 
fourteen  in  the  grammar  school  and  twenty-five  in  the  primary. 

The  attendance  at  the  North  bui'dinghas  been  large,  as  it  has 
been  for  the  past  few  years.  Three  of  the  rooms  have  been  over- 
crowded most  of  the  year.  Several  pupils  who  live  in  the  Northern 
portion  of  the  town  have  been  required  to  attend  the  South  build- 
ing, and  in  a  few  cases  children  have  been  sent  to  Shawmut,  the 
town  paying  the  transportation.  As  the  center  of  the  school  pop- 
ulation is  much  nearer  to  the  North  building  some  provision  should 
be  made  for  more  room  at  that  end  of  the  town.

Three  of  the  rural  schools  have  had  very  small  attendance  the 
past  year,  Martin  Stream,  Webster  and  Nye's  Corner.  As  some  of 
these  schools  may  soon  fall  below  the  number  required  by  law  to 
maintain  a  school,  I  wish  to  quote  from  the  school  laws  bearing 
upon  this  subject,  that  all  may  understand  the  situation. 

In  case  any  school  shall  hereafter  have  too  few  scholars  for 
its  profitable  maintenance,  the  superintending  school  committee 
may  suspend  the  operation  of  such  school  for  not  more  than  one 
year  unless  otherwise  instructed  by  the  town,  but  any  public 
school  failing  to  maintain  an  average  attendance  for  any  school 
year,  of  at  least  eight  pupils,  shall  be  and  hereby  is  suspended, 
unless  the  town  in  which  said  school  is  located  shall  by  vote 

 instruct  its  superintending  school  committee  to  maintain 

said  school. 

During  the  summer  a  great  deal  of  repair  work  was  done  in  the 
rural  school  buildings.  At  the  last  town  meeting  a  special  appro- 
priation of  $800  was  granted  towards  making  necessary  improve- 
ments at  the  Center.  In  the  spring  of  1909  a  room  was  partitioned 
off  in  the  upper  part  of  the  old  town  hall  and  the  primary  school 
placed  in  this  old  building.  In  a  few  years  this  room  became  over- 
crowded, the  sanitary  conditions  were  very  unsatisfactory,  the  play- 
ground was  practically  the  street.  These  undesirable  conditions 
have  now  been  done  away  with.  During  the  summer  a  very  pleas- 
ant room  was  finished  off  in  the  attic  of  the  school  building  and  is 
occupied  now  by  the  grammar  school,  while  the  larger  room  below  is 
given  over  to  the  smaller  children.  The  new  room  is  lighted  from 
the  left  and  rear  of  the  pupils,  has  thirty- two  feet  of  slate  black- 
board space,  and  is  finished  with  hardwood  floor.  As  the  two  old 
chimneys  occupied  the  spaces  best  fitted  for  the  stairways  they  were 
taken  down  and  a  new  double  chimney  was  built  at  the  rear  end  of 
the  building.  Both  rooms  are  heated  and  ventilated  by  Smith  heat- 
ers, the  first  of  the  kind  to  be  used  in  this  vicinity.  This  system 
has  proved  so  satisfactory  that  in  all  probability  more  of  the  heaters 
will  be  bought  this  year.  The  building  is  still  in  an  unfinished  con- 
dition. The  sheathing  is  still  to  be  put  on  in  the  new  room,  and  in 
the  entry,  and  the  walls  should  be  painted.  The  old  floor  in  the 
primary  room  should  be  removed  and  a  hard  wood  one  put  down. 
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I  would  recommend  that  a  special  appropriation  of  $300  be  raised  to 
finish  the  work  at  the  Center. 

The  old  floor  at  Martin  Stream  was  in  very  had  condition.  A 
hard  wood  floor  lias  been  placed  in  this  building.  The  old  shed  was 
found  to  be  in  such  a  dilapidated  condition  that  it  was  torn  down 
and  a  new  and  larger  building  built  having  two  toilets  and  ample 
space  for  wood,  While  working  on  the  new  floor  it  was  discovered 
that  portions  of  the  sills  were  in  poor  condition.  These  should  be 
repaired  and  both  school  house  and  shed  painted. 

The  Bates  building  was  leveled  up  and  a  good  underpinning 
built.  Hard  wood  floors  were  put  in  the  building,  the  chimney  was 
repaired,  the  walls  papered,  curtains  hung  and  new  doorsteps  made. 
The  wood  shed  should  be  repaired  and  arrangements  made  for 
another  toilet  room  as  there  is  at  present  only  one,  and  that  is  in 
very  poor  condition. 

A  hard  wood  floor  was  put  down  at  Larone,  new  desks  were 
added,  a  new  stove  replaced  the  old  one,  and  the  shed  was  enlarged 
to  provide  better  sanitary  accomodations.  This  building  should 
have  a  good  underpinning,  and  should  be  painted. 

The  North  Fairfield  building  was  painted  inside  and  out,  the 
foundation  was  repaired,  the  walls  papered,  and  a  wall  board  ceiling- 
put  up.  The  shed  was  also  repaired,  although  it  is  not  now  what  is 
to  be  desired. 

If  school  is  to  continue  at  the  Webster  building  some  very  ex- 
tensive repairs  will  be  necessary,  not  only  to  make  the  room  com- 
fortable but  also  to  make  it  homelike  and  attractive.  The  attend- 
ance at  this  school  is  very  uncertain.  There  are  eight  regular  pupils 
living  in  the  neighborhood  so  that  if  the  school  depended  on  those 
pupils  alone  there  would  be  too  few  to  make  the  necessary  number, 
but  there  are  usually  some  children  to  come  from  the  town  farm,  al- 
though such  pupils  are  somewhat  of  a  transient  nature.  If  the 
school  should  continue  we  would  recommend  that  very  necessary  re- 
pairs be  made. 

Very  little  was  spent  the  last  year  on  the  buildings  in  the  vil- 
lage. This  does  not  imply  that  the  grade  buildings  are  in  a  satis- 
factory condition.    There  will  be  a  special  article  in  the  town  war- 
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rant  asking  for  an  appropriation  of  $1,200  for  needed  repairs  and 
improvements  at  the  North  building.  This  money  is  for  two  pur- 
poses, to  provide  better  sanitary  quarters  in  the  basements,  and  to 
install  new  steam  radiators  in  three  of  the  rooms.  The  plan  is  to 
excavate  the  cellar,  substitute  iron  posts  for  the  present  brick  sup- 
ports, concrete  the  cellar  floor,  and  arrange  for  larger  and  better 
toilet  rooms.  Three  of  the  school  rooms  are  fitted  with  long  steam 
pipes  around  the  sides  of  the  rooms.  Several  of  these  have  rusted 
through  and  the  return  pipes  have  become  so  clogged  with  rust  that 
the  system  has  become  very  unsatisfactory.  It  is  only  a  question 
of  time  when  a  new  steam  boiler  will  be  needed  as  the  present  one 
bears  the  date  of  1881. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  old  Shepherd  building  be  sold. 
This  school  house  is  on  the  road  from  the  Center  to  Larone  about 
two  miles  from  Larone  village.  It  is  an  old  dilapidated  building 
situated  in  the  woods  with  no  houses  in  sight.  Children  living  in 
this  neighborhood  have  been  carried  either  to  Larone  or  North  Fair- 
field, where  they  find  the  best  of  accomodations.  Last  fall  two 
young  law  breakers  used  the  Shepherd  building  for  a  eamping  place, 
and  did  much  damage  to  the  property.  The  old  seats  are  useless, 
the  stove  has  been  removed  and  the  windows  have  been  broken. 
Every  year  we  are  obliged  to  report  to  the  State  department  the 
number  and  condition  of  our  school  houses  and  it  seems  unwise  to 
keep  this  old  building  on  the  list  any  longer,  as  it  has  not  been  used 
for  school  purposes  for  'the  past  five  years. 

The  work  in  the  industrial  departments  has  continued  with  a 
great  deal  of  satisfaction,  and  has  won  friends  for  itself  during  the 
past  year.  Last  spring  sewing  was  started  in  the  sixth  and  seventh 
grades,  while  cooking  was  continued  in  the  upper  grades.  The  plan 
is  to  buy  a  sewing  machine  this  spring  and  start  the  girls  on  dress 
making.  We  also  hope  to  acid  a  lathe  to  the  wood  working  depart- 
ment. 

The  High  School  has  the  largest  enrollment  it  has  ever  had, 
110.  It  will  be  necessary  to  buy  one  or  two  more  typewriters  to 
accommodate  the  large  number  taking  the  commercial  course.  The 
large  study  room  is  nearly  filled  and  if  the  numbers  continue  to  in- 
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crease  it  will  be  necessary  to  locate  one  of  the  classes  in  one  of  the 
rooms  now  used  for  recitation  purposes.-  Last  June  a  graduating 
class  of  nine  left  the  school  :  Jeannette  M.  Bates,  Ernest  F.  Brown, 
Walter  C.  Brown,  Carlton  A.  Bunker,  Ruth  Henderson,  Alice  M. 
Ladd,  ElvaNye,  Mildred  C.  Richardson,  Helen  F.  Weeks.

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Report  of  Principal  of  the  Lawrence  High  School 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  the  town  of  Fairfield: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  and  thus  indirectly  to  the 
citizens  of  Fairfield,  a  report  of  the  work  done  in  the  Lawrence  High 
School  during  the  year  ending  December  31,  1913. 

As  1  review  the  work  of  the  past  year,  I  arn  forced  to  believe 
that  it  has  been  the  most  satisfactory  of  any  year  since  I  have  been 
connected  with  the  school.  We  have  eliminated  almost  entirely  the 
number  of  students  leaving  the  school  because  of  failure  and  conse- 
quent discouragement.  This  has  been  accomplished  by  a  special  ar- 
rangement whereby  each  student  receives  immediate  attention  just 
as  soou  as  he  shows  any  signs  of  retrogression  in  any  study.  This 
has  required  much  extra  work  on  the  part  of  the  teachers  but  it.  has 
been  most  willingly  done. 

We  cannot  fail  to  be  encouraged  when  we  note  the  rapid  growth 
of  the  school  during  the  past  few  years.  This,  it  seems  to  ine,  can 
best  be  shown  by  the  following  table  : 

School  year  Average  attendance 


The  number  of  students  enrolled  for  the  present  term  is  110,  which 
totals  one  more  than  the  enrollment  for  the  fall  term. 

In  March,  1913,  the  members  of  the  senior  class,  hy  permission 
of  the  school  board,  substituted,  for  the  usual  graduating  exercises, 
an  educational  trip  to  Washington,  D.  C. 

This  was  a  personally  conducted  tour,  and  I  believe  that  the 
benefits  derived  therefrom  were  far  in  excess  of  those  derived  from 
the  usual  graduation.  The  present  senior  class  is  planning  to  take 
the  same  trip,  but  there  will  be  held,  also,  at  the  close  of  the  school 
year,  exercises  befitting  the  end  of  their  High  School  course.

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From  time  to  time  the  courses  of  study  have  been  revised  to 
meet  the  changing  conditions  of  the  community.  At  present  we  are 
offering  four  courses  as  follows:  classical;  scientific;  general;  com- 
mercial. The  classical  and  scientific  courses  are  designed  for  those 
students  who  desire  to  pursue  work  in  higher  institutions  of  learn- 
ing, while  the  general  and  commercial  courses  are  for  those  whose 
student  days  will  undoubtedly  end  with  the  high  school. 

The  first  two  courses  named  above  need,  I  think,  no  explana- 
tion. 

It  is  our  aim  in  the  general  course  to  give  a  good  thorough 
training  in  English,  Mathematics,  Science,  Civics  and  History,  to 
the  end  that  the  students  may  become  useful  citizens  in  the  commu- 
nity. 

The  aim  in  the  commercial  course  is  to  give  a  thorough  train- 
ing, not  only  in  commercial  branches,  but  also  in  English  and  other 
academic  studies,  in  which  the  student  should  be  trained  if  he  is  to 
successfully  compete  with  his  fellow  workers.  I  shall  state  here- 
with, a  brief  resume  of  the  work  that  we  are  doing  this  year  in  the 
commercial  department. 

This  course  embraces  three  years  of  Stenography;  two  years  of 
Book-keeping;  two  of  Typewriting;  and  one  year  of  Penmanship 
and  Spelling. 

The  work  in  stenography  includes  the  principles  of  shorthand, 
dictation  and  transcription  of  businesa  letters,  with  special  attention 
to  speed,  and  the  study  of  Business  Law.  There  are  twenty  one 
students  taking  this  work. 

In  book-keeping  the  students  are  studying  the  general  rules  of 
debit  and  credit  and  the  various  business  papers.  Sets  of  books 
for  the  grocer}7  and  commission  business  have  been  opened  and 
kept.  Books  for  the  manufacturing  and  dry  goods  business  will  be 
kept  during  the  present  semester  Nineteen  students  are  taking 
this  work.  The  touch-system  is  used  in  typewriting.  Thirty-five 
students  are  enrolled  in  the  typewriting  classes;  thus  the  five  type- 
writers which  we  now  possess  are  in  constant  use  and  other  students 
who  desire  to  take  the  work,  are  unable  to  do  so.  1  should  there- 
fore recommend  the  purchase  of  two  typewriters  for  use  during  this 
semester. 
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Owing  to  the  resignation  of  Miss  Grcenlcaf  and  Miss  Carver, 
we  have  two  new  teachers  this  year,  Miss  Jeanette  Sturtevant  and 
Miss  Edith  Wilcher,  both  of  whom  are  doing  splendid  work  in  the 
school.

Report  of  the  Teacher  of  Manual  Training 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  : 

This  is  the  second  year  of  Manual  Training  and  the  work  in 
that  department  is  now  beginning  to  get  down  to  a  regular  graded 
course  from  sixth  grade  up  to,  and  including  an  elective  course  in 
High  School. 

The  main  object  in  teaching  boys  this  using  of  tools  and  the 
making  of  models  is  that  every  boy  shall  know  at  least  something 
about  how  to  intelligently  use  his  hands. 

So  many  boys  in  the  past  have  grown  up  into  men,  wholly  un. 
able  to  appreciate  hand  work,  proportions  and  design.  This  ignor- 
ance is  shown  plainest  in  the  homes.  A  boy  is  taught  in  the  Man- 
ual Training  room,  neatness,  care,  exactness  and  good  proportions. 
This  does  not  mean  that  these  boys  come  out  fitted  to  be  carpenters 
or  for  any  other  trade.  It  means  that  each  boy  is  a  little  more  ac- 
quainted with  his  own  abilities,  making  it  easier  for  him  to  take  up 
some  business,  trade  or  whatever  he  may  decide  to  do. 

It  is  impossible  to  point  out  any  definite  results  or  any  one  ex- 
ample as  it  develops  slowly  as  the  boy  grows  older. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  models  planned  to  infroduce  tools  and 
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exercises,  commencing  very  simply  and  gradually  leading  up  to  the 
more  difficult  problems.

The  sixth  grade  use  wood  obtained  by  breaking  up  cigar  boxes 
and  do  simple  whittling  and  measuring  at  first,  getting  foundation 
for  the  doing  of  accurate  work  later  on  when  more  expensive  mate- 
rial is  used.  In  the  ninth  grade  care  and  sharpening  of  tools  is 
taken.  A  plan  or  drawing  of  each  model  is  made,  thus  giving  boys 
knowledge  of  mechanical  drawing  and  reading  of  plans.  Every 
class  has  care  of  the  room  and  leaves  tools,  benches  and  all  equip- 
ment clean  and  in  place  ready  for  next  class. 

The  equipment  is  simple  as  yet;  no  mechanical  devices  such  as 
mitre  boxes  and  circular  saws  are  used,  only  hand  tools  such  as  may 
be  found  in  every  home. 

In  planning  for  the  future,  the  need  of  larger  equipment  is  pre- 
sented. Especially  desired  is  the  motor  with  lathe  and  grindstone, 
or  circular  saw,  for  High  School  work,  giving  an  advanced  course  in 
wood  turning.  This  would  make  it  possible  to  arrange  a  course  for 
High  School  students,  giving  them  points  toward  graduation  as  is 
done  in  all  large  towns  and  cities. 

There  is  much  to  say  in  favor  of  this  new  branch  of  training  of 
boys.  Parents  interested  in  the  work  and  its  benefits  are  cordially 
invited  to  visit  classes  and  see  what  is  being  done.    An  exhibition

Fairfield  is  the  first  town  in  this  locality  to  start  this  work  in 
public  schools  and  the  work  of  last  year  resulted  in  the  opening  of 
two  new  Manual  Training  schools,  one  in  Winslow  and  one  in  Oak- 
land.

Report  of  the  Teacher  of  Domestic  Science. 


Mr.  W.  O.  Hersey,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  herewith  submit  my  first  report  of  the  work  in  Domestic 
Science. 

The  number  of  pupils  registered  in  the  department  for  the  year 
ending  September  1913,  was  as  follows:  sixth  grade,  6.;  seventh 
grade  14 ;  eighth  grade,  13  ;  ninth  grade,  18;  Fairfield  Center,  8; 
High  School,  43  ;  making  a  total  of  102. 

A  kitchen  has  been  fitted  up  in  the  basement  of  the  High 
School  Building,  with  equipment  sufficient  to  accomodate  ten  girls  in 
a  class.  Only  those  articles  which  were  absolutely  necessary  were 
purchased  in  the  fall,  but  they  were  of  the  best,  so  that  by  making 
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additions  from  time  to  time,  the  room  will  have  a  model  equipment. 

The  first  year  cooking  only  was  taught.  Very  little  theory  was. 
given,  the  object  of  the  course  being,  to  give  the  girls  a  thorough 
understanding  of  plain  cooking,  such  a  knowledge  as  would  be  use- 
ful and  of  practical  value  in  the  home.  The  girls  learned  how  to 
cook  vegetables,  scalloped  dishes,  jellies,  pies,  preserves,  biscuit, 
bread,  cakes,  and  doughnuts;  almost  every  type  of  food  except 
meats.  Very  little  was  done  with  meats  because  of  the  expense 
that  would  be  incurred. 

Inexpensive  recipes  are  chosen,  such  as  could  be  used  in  the 
average  home.  The  girls  figure  out  the  cost  in  class  so  they  know 
what  it  would  cost  to  make  the  food  at  home.  All  the  buying  is 
done  by  the  girls,  a  different  one  going  to  market  each  lesson.  The 
department  has  an  account  with  each  of  the  grocers  so  that  by  com- 
parison the  girls  obtain  a  working  knowledge  of  the  cost  of  staple 
supplies. 

The  work  for  the  most  part  is  of  an  individual  nature,  each  girl 
doing  her  own  cooking  and  being  responsible  for  the  success  of  the 
same.  The  girls  are  fortunate  in  having  practice  in  cooking  in  large 
quantities  such  as  they  would  have  at  home.  This  is  made  possible 
through  the  order  department  which  is  one  of  the  most  important 
features  of  the  work,  since  it  brings  the  public  in  closer  touch  with 
the  work  the  girls  are  doing. 

A  glance  at  the  Superintendent's  report  will  show  the  financial 
value  of  this  work.  Last  year  an  oak  dining  set  was  bought  with 
the  money  earned  in  this  department.  Many  of  the  ladies  of  the 
town  have  helped  us  greatly  by  sending  in  orders  for  food  to  be 
cooked  and  we  hope  that  others  will  do  the  same.  The  department 
will  fill  any  orders  during  the  school  week,  for  anything  in  the 
cooking  line  from  cake  to  roast  chicken.  We  charge  ten  cents  for 
the  labor.  The  materials  may  or  may  not  be  furnished  by  us  ac- 
cording to  the  desire  of  the  customer. 

Since  September,  1913,  sewing  has  been  taught  in  the  sixth, 
seventh  and  ninth  grades  and  in  the  High  School.  The  plain 
stitches  have  been  taught  by  applying  them  to  simple  articles.  The 
aim  is  to  obtain  a  thorough  ground  work  in  plain  sewing.    AVe  are 
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striving  for  quality  rather  than  quantity  in  our  work.  After  the 
girls  can  successfully  use  the  simple  stitches  we  will  take  up  the 
study  of  machine  stitching  with  sufficient  construction  work  so  that 
the  gills  can  do  their  own  plain  sewing.  We  do  not  aim  to  make 
skilled  cooks  and  professional  dressmakers  of  our  girls  but  rather  to 
start  them  along  lines  which  will  lead  to  the  further  development  of 
their  abilities  in  their  own  homes. 

We  are  glad  to  receive  visitors  at  any  time.  The  following  is 
the  daily  program  of  the  Domestic  Science  Department.

Report  of  the  Principal  of  the  North  Grammar  School 


To  the  Superintendent  of  the  Schools  of  Fairfield: 

The  total  registration  of  pupils  attending  the  North  Grammar 
School  is  two  hundred  and  forty-one.  This  number  suggests  the 
necessity  for  immediate  action  to  relieve  the  congested  condition  of 
the  building.  Each  of  the  five  rooms  is  filled  to  the  utmost  seating 
capacity;  and  in  one  instance  seats  are  placed  in  the  aisles  leaving 
no  free  exit  in  case  of  fire.  The  sanitary  accommodations  are  suffi- 
cient for  one  tenth  of  the  number  of  pupils  attending  the  school. 
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A  lack  of  suitable  playground  forces  the  children  into  a  mucli  fre- 
quented highway.  The  boundaries  of  this  limited  playground  are 
tiie  Maine  Central  and  Electde  rail-ways.  The  risk  that  these  con- 
ditions present  to  the  lives  of  lower  grade  pupils,  is  no  minor  one. 
The  eutire  building  is  in  need  of  curtains.  The  blinds  so  long  in 
use,  do  not  serve  the  purpose  of  protecting  the  working  classes  from 
the  strong  light  entering  the  mom  on  the  right  side  of  the  individ- 
ual. Jt  is  hoped  that  the  black  boards,  painted  plastering,  may  be 
replaced  by  slate  surfaces. 

In  the  past  year  four  pupils  have  been  advanced  one  grade,  en- 
tering the  upper  class  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  term.  These 
pupils  completed  the  work  on  a  level  with  others  who  had  spent  the 
entire  year  in  the  grade.  It  seems  well  to  study  the  individual 
child  and  adapt  conditions,  as  far  as  may  be  possible,  to  the  specif- 
ic needs. 

The  history  classes  of  the  upper  grammar  grade  have  added  to 
text  book  information,  work  along  the  line  of  local  study. 

In  several  instances  pupils  have  contributed  valuable  material 
obtained  in  the  home.  The  eighth  and  ninth  grades  have  made  a 
study  of  Fairfield  birds  with  the  result  of  a  list  of  one  hundred 
twenty  different  ones  observed  in  a  period  of  one  year.  Insects, 
beneficial  and  injurious,  have  been  subjects  of  work  in  Nature 
Study.  Especial  attention  has  been  given  to  the  insects  infesting 
the  shade  and  orchard  trees  of  this  vicinity.  In  grades  four  and 
five  excellent  results  have  been  secured  by  means  of  simple  instruc- 
tions in  Sloyd  work.  The  children  have  been  trained  to  use  eye 
and  hand  thus  being  prepared  for  the  manual  training  course  in 
grade  six.  Good  work  in  drawing  and  color  has  been  secured  in 
all  grades,  from  one  to  nine.  Instruction  in  this  line  has  been  given 
by  the  room  teacher. 

The  pupils  of  this  school  have  enjoyed  the  special  privilege  of 
receiving  practical  talks  on  "The  Care  of  the  Teeth,"  Dr.  Knowl- 
ton ;  "How  to  Keep  Well,"  Dr.  Ethel  Walters.  On  Lincoln's 
birthday,  Mrs.  William  Simpson  gave  readings  appropriate  to  the 
spirit  and  meaning  of  the  hour. 

It  is  a  source  of  great  benefit  to  child  and  teacher  when  the  re- 
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littion  between  the  public  and  the  public  school  is  established.  To 
further  advance  such  conditions  is  the  aim  of  The  Parent-Teacher 
Association.  The  local  organization  is  the  result  of  the  united 
effort  of  a  company  of  women,  representing  the  home,  the  women's 
clubs,  the  school  board  and  teachers.  This  society  is  affiliated  writh 
the  National  body  of  the  same  name  and  it  is  believed  that  child 
welfare  will  be  advanced  by  this  community  of  interests  shared  alike 
by  parent  and  teacher. 

Several  instances  occurring  in  the  past  }7ear  have  strongly  em- 
phasized the  necessity  of  a  school  physician.  Had  there  been  such 
an  official  individual  cases  of  contagious  diseases  could  have  been 
suppressed  before  the  needless  exposure  of  an  entire  class  with  a 
result  of  half  a  dozen  pupils  losing  several  weeks  of  the  school  term. 

With  appreciation  of  united  effort  of  associate  teachers  who 
have  helped  to  make  the  year  one  of  quality  and  value.

Report  of  the  Principal  of  the  South  Grammar  School 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  : 

I  hereby  submit  my  first  annual  report  as  Principal  of  the 
South  Grammar  School. 

When  I  entered  upon  my  duties  April  7,  1913,  I  found  the  sev- 
eral grades  under  efficient  teachers  who  were  glad  to  assist  me  in  the 
work . 

We  had  a  fairly  good  attendance  during  the  spring  term  but  a 
great  manj  cases  of,  it  seemed  to  me,  unnecessary  tardiness. 

The  attendance  for  the  fall  term  was  excellent  but  owing  to  a 
prevalence  of  mumps  and  colds  our  record  this  winter  has  not  been 
so  favorable. 

During  the  first  of  the  year  there  were  many  cases  of  truancy 
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which  were  effectively  dealt  with  by  your  truant  officer.  I  am  glad 
to  report  that  during  this  present  term  we  have  had  only  a  very  few 
such  cases,  also  that  the  number  of  cases  of  tardiness  has  been 
greatly  lessened. 

The  work  of  the  different  grades  in  Music  requires  no  comment 
from  me,  for  its  excellence  is  already  known. 

Sloyd  work  has  been  introduced  in  Grades  IV  and  V  this  term. 
I  think  this  will  aid  the  pupils  to  better  work  in  Manual  Training  as 
it  gives  the  child  more  skill  with  his  hands. 

The  enthusiasm  shown  in  the  Manual  Training  classes  proves 
that  the  children  love  their  work  and  are  proud  to  do  it  well. 

The  work  of  the  girls  in  sewing  and  cooking  has  been  equally 
interesting  and  no  less  important. 

Our  rooms  have  been  well  heated  and  the  care  given  by  our 
janitor  is  worthy  of  mention. 

I  wish  that  parents  might  more  often  visit  the  schools  and  see 
the  work  of  their  children.  I  am  sure  this  would  prove  a  stimulus 
to  children  and  teachers  as  well. 

One  great  drawback  in  our  work  here  is  not  too  many  pupils  in 
a  room  but  too  many  grades.  Each  room  has  two  grades  with  the 
exception  of  the  Principal's  room  where  there  are  three  grades. 
This  greatly  lessens  the  time  for  developing  the  work  which  I  be- 
lieve should  in  all  cases  be  done.  There  is  no  time  for  individual 
work  which  is  so  much  needed. 

I  have  tried  to  give  a  lesson  in  Drawing  and  Writing  every 
week  but  time  has  been  limited  and  I  do  not  feel  that  this  work  has 
been  satisfactory. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  say  that  the  teachers  have  been  very  zeal- 
ous in  their  work  and  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties.  My 
work  has  been  very  pleasant  on  account  of  the  cooperation  of  all 
with  whom  I  have  been  associated.

In  conducting  the  past  year's  business  for  the  town.  We  think 
perhaps  there  are  a  few  things  that  it  would  be  well  to  explain. 

At  our  March  meeting,  1914,  the  voters  raised  practically  the 
sums  recommended  by  the  appropriation  committee.  We  started  in 
to  keep  within  the  appropriations  and  have  come  out  at  the  end  of 
the  year  with  a  good  balance  on  the  right  side. 

Our  highway  department  is  quite  a  problem  and  one  of  the  most 
difficult  to  handle,  on  account  of  the  number  of  road  builders  and 
a  difference  of  opinion  as  to  where  and  how  the  money  should  be 
spent. 

Out  of  the  appropriation  of  $5,000  we  bought  a  traction  engine 
to  haul  our  road  machines,  at  an  expense  of  $600. 

A  considerable  amount  of  work  was  done  throughout  the  season, 
keeping  inside  the  appropriation,,  not  reckoning  the  job  done  on 
Lower  Main  Street,  costing  around  $900,  which  wre  felt  justified  in 
doing,  on  account  of  the  bad  condition  of  the  street  in  that  locality. 
The  amount  of  salary  paid  to  the  road  commissioner  in  the  last  two 
years  combined  was  not  equal  to  either  of  the  preceding  years. 
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We  did  quite  a  lot  of  sidewalk  repairing,  taking  the  money 
from  the  overlay  and  other  departments  that  came  inside  of  the 
sums  raised. 

The  two  sewers  built  came  inside  of  the  estimated  cost  and 
seem  to  give  general  satisfaction. 

Our  State  aid  road  shows  a  small  overdraft. 

The  work  of  transcribing  the  records  will  be  within  the  appro- 
priation and  completed  by  March  1. 

Outstanding  notes  and  obligations  within  the  year  have  been  all 
paid.  All  the  small  appropriation  jobs  are  completed  and  were 
kept  within  the  appropriation. 

In  our  poor  department  and  town  farm  account  we  think  we 
have  made  an  excellent  showing  and  consider  a  well  conducted  town 
farm,  which  gives  good  care  to  its  inmates,  is  an  asset  to  the  town. 
People  not  really  in  need  of  public  care  will  seldom  go  to  a  town 
farm  and  will  strive  hard  to  keep  from  so  doing. 

We  expect  to  be  reimbursed  by  the  Maine  Central  Railroad  Co 
for  the  expense  on  account  of  the  fire  at  Hoxie's  siding  last  October. 

The  expenses  of  the  board  of  health  department  are  very  light. 

Snow  bills  of  last  spring  were  quire  large  and  this  winter  so  far 
have  been  very  light,  the  account  breaking  about  even. 

Our  incidental  department  shows  a  small  overdraft,  as  out  of 
this  appropriation  of  $2,500  we  have  to  pay  bills  that  should  come 
from  the  school  money,  viz.,  salaries  of  school  superintendent, 
$466.56,  superintending  school  committee,  $75.00  and  truant  officer, 
835.00,  amounting  to  $576.56.  The  cost  of  the  damage  suit, 
Ward  well  vs  Town  of  Fairfield  $735.48,  has  been  paid  from  this 
money.  Your  Chairman  assumes  the  responsibility  for  allowing  the 
Shawmut  Mfg.  Co  to  change  the  grade  of  the  road  through  this 
exceedingly  valuable  farm.  He  did  so  with  the  understanding  on 
his  part  that  if  there  was  an}7  damage  said  Company  would  be  hol- 
den  for  same,  and  we  believe  they  are,  and  proceedings  will  be  made 
made  to  collect  the  bill.  Handling  this  case  since  the  claim  for 
damage  was  made  has  been  with  the  unanimous  consent  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  and  its  advisers.  The  damage  could  have  been 
settled  for  $500,  without  suit,  but  we  thought  that  $100  was  a  very 
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liberal  amount  for  the  damage  done,  and  still  think  so.  Owing  to 
the  difference  of  opinion  of  our  townsmen,  some  placing  the  damage 
as  high  as  $1,000,  the  case  had  to  be  settled  in  the  courts,  and  we 
have  abided  by  their  decision,  although  it  be  a  clear  case  of  high- 
way robbery  and  injustice. 

The  school  report  shows  in  its  combined  departments  an  unex- 
pended balance  of  $357.47  with  $737.20  due  from  tuitions  and  the 
state,  making  an  actual  cash  balance  of  $379.73  in  our  favor. 

The  net  debt  of  the  town  has  been  reduced  $5,000  this  year 
by  paying  $2,000  on  the  bonded  debt  and  $3,000  of  outstanding 
notes. 

Our  tax  rate  this  year  is  one-half  mill  less  than  the  year  before 
and  bids  fair  to  be  still  less  in  the  year  to  come  as  we  have  left  a 
clean  slate  this  year  and  a  balance  of  $1000  cash  on  hand. 

The  business  of  the  town  has  been  increaaed  materially  in  the 
past  few  years  so  that  it  amounts  to  about  $50,000  per  year.  The 
salary  of  the  Selectmen  being  $800  it  cost  1  and  6-10  per  cent  of  the 
capital  to  supervise  the  affairs,  which  is  very  low,  and  we  respect- 
fully appeal  to  the  voters  to  raise  the  salary  of  the  Selectmen,  to  at 
least  $1,000  per  year. 

The  Tax  Collecter  has  also  made  a  very  good  showing. 

The  work  of  the  Chairman  has  been  pleasant  on  account  of  the 
general  good  will  and  co-operation  of  his  associates  and  townsmen.

Report  of  the  Superintending  School  Committee 


To  the  Citizens  of  Fairfield:-  - 

In  accordance  with  the  custom  lately  established  we  take  pleas- 
ure in  presenting  the  following  report : 

Your  committee  has  held  regular  meetings  the  first  of  each 
month  throughout  the  year  and  special  meetings  as  occasion  required. 
In  the  spring  we  visited  and  inspected  every  school  building  in  the 
town  in  order  to  act  more  intelligently  in  regard  to  repairs  and 
proper  care  of  town  property.  We  are  much  pleased  with  the  im- 
provements made  at  the  North  buildings,  and  we  believe  those  who 
know  what  changes  have  been  made  will  appreciate  the  new  condi- 
tions. 

A  few  years  ago  the  town  voted  to  sell  the  old  Gifford  school 
house.  Efforts  were  made  by  the  committee  to  establish  a  clear  title 
to  the  property  but  they  were  unable  to  do  so.  Desiring  to  avoid 
all  legal  complications  and  the  cost  usually  connected  with  such 
matters  the  board  has  renounced  all  claim  on  the  property.  The 
Shepherd  building  has  ^een  sold  as  was  authorized  at  the  last  town 
meeting. 

The  attendance  at  Martin  Stream  during  the  past  year  has 
fallen  below  the  number  required  by  law  for  the  maintenance  of  a 
school,  and  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  town  to  take  action  as  to 
whether  the  school  shall  be  continued  under  these  circumstances. 
As  it  is  impossible  to  accommodate  these  children  at  the  Bates 
school,  we  recommend  that  the  school  be  continued  another  year. 

The  law  relating  to  this  matter  will  be  found  in  the  report  of 
last  year,  page  46. 
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We  are  strongly  of  the  opinion  that  a  sub-master  should  be  em- 
ployed for  the  High  school,  and  that  the  science  department  be 
placed  in  his  charge.  We  are  aware  that  this  would  be  an  extra 
expense  to  the  town,  but  we  are  convinced  that  the  good  work  of 
the  school  would  be  still  further  improved.  As  the  school  continues 
to  grow  in  numbers  an  increase  in  running  expenses  must  necessari- 
ly follow. 

There  has  been  marked  improvement  in  all  our  schools  during 
the  past  few  years,  and  no  small  part  of  this  is  due  to  the  careful 
and  systematic  effort  of  our  Superintendent,  W.  O.  Hersey,  who  has 
worked  so  faithfully  and  conscientiously  that  Fairfield  schools  may 
compare  favorably  with  those  of  other  towns  throughout  the  state. 

After  considering  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  best  interests  of 
the  school  department,  we  would  recommend  the  following  appropri-

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Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools. 


To  the  School  Board  of  Fairfield : 

I  herewith  present  to  you  my  seventh  annual  report  of  the  pro- 
gress and  condition  of  the  public  schools  of  Fairfield.  As  a 
whole  we  believe  that  the  schools  are  in  a  prosperous  condition,  and 
that  good  results  are  being  obtained.  The  number  attending  at  the 
high  school,  at  Shawmut,  and  at  the  South  building  has  increased 
during  the  year,  and  the  attendance  has  been  good  throughout  the 
tow  n . 

TEACHERS. — The  law  in  regard  to  state  certification  of 
teachers  went  into  effect  in  September.  Although  the  superintend- 
ent is  allowed  to  grant  teaching  permits,  we  are  pleased  to  note 
that  the  fall  term  opened  with  all  our  teachers  holding  state  certifi- 
cates. A  few  changes  have  been  made  in  the  teaching  force  since 
the  last  report.  Miss  Alzie  Lane,  teacher  of  science  and  mathe- 
matics in  the  high  school,  has  been  elected  to  a  similar  position  in 
Bath.  Her  place  is  now  filled  by  Miss  Mary  E.  Russell,  a  graduate 
of  the  State  University  at  Orono.  At  the  North  building  changes 
were  made  in  two  of  the  rooms.  Miss  Leonora  Hussey  and  Miss 
Thirza  Raynes  resigned  during  the  summer.  Their  places  are  now 
taken  by  Miss  Alberta  Crummett  and  Miss  Esther  Gilman,  both 
teachers  of  experience. 

During -the  fall  term  Mrs.  Katherine  Kidder,  principal  of  the 
South  building,  died  after  an  illness  of  only  a  week.  Her  death 
was  a  shock  to  the  community  and  a  great  loss  to  the  school.  As  a 
teacher  she  was  thorough,  earnest  and  sympathetic.  Although  firm 
in  the  discharge  of  her  duties  she  was  respected  and  beloved  by  all, 
and  her  influence  will  long  be  felt  in  the  school  where  she  labored 
so  faithfully. 
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Miss  Emma  Coombs,  a  graduate  of  Castine  Normal  School,  and 
one  of  several  years  experience  has  been  elected  principal  of  the 
South  building.  A  full  list  of  the  changes  made  in  the  teaching- 
force  will  be  seen  in  the  statistical  report. 

REPAIRS. —  The  most  extensive  work  done  the  past  year  in 
the  line  of  repairs  has  been  done  at  the  North  grammar  building  for 
which  work  a  special  appropriation  of  $1,200  was  made  at  the  last 
town  meeting.  The  unsanitary  condition  of  the  toilets,  and  the 
general  worn  out  condition  of  the  heating  plant  were  mentioned  in 
my  last  report.  The  new  heating  plant  was  installed  during  the 
summer  by  Donnelly  and  McClure,  they  being  the  lowest  bidders. 
The  old  tubular  boiler  was  replaced  by  a  Gurney  sectional  boiler, 
the  same  kind  that  is  used  at  tiie  high  school  building,  and  radiators 
were  put  into  the  rooms  in  place  of  the  old  steam  pipes  which  were 
around  the  walls  of  the  rooms.  Two  large  radiators  were  placed  in 
the  lower  entry,  improvements  greatly  needed,  especially  in  stormy 
weather  when  the  children  come  in  with  wet  clothing.  Although 
we  have  not  had  the  severe  winter  weather  which  we  had  last  year, 
yet  we  have  had  a  few  days  this  season  which  have  tested  the  heat- 
ing plant,  and  we  are  pleased  to  say  that  the  building  was  warmed 
to  the  satisfaction  and  comfort  of  all. 

In  addition  to  the  heating  system  all  soil  pipes  for  the  new 
closets  and  outside  conductors  were  put  in  place,  the  cellar  was  dug- 
out and  leveled,  and  a  concrete  floor  was  made,  so  that  now  good 
accommodations  are  provided  for  a  winter  and  rainy  day  playroom. 

The  work  was  suspended  at  this  point  as  the  appropriation  had 
been  exhausted.  The  plan  of  the  board  was  to  wait  until  the  next 
town  meeting  and  then  ask  for  an  additional  appropriation  with 
which  to  install  the  new  toilets.  Near  the  latter  part  of  the  fall 
term  the  need  of  the  new  toilets  became  absolutely  necessary  so  that 
the  board  unanimously  decided  to  have  the  work  completed. 

A  year  ago  the  work  of  remodelling  the  Center  school  building- 
was  left  unfinished  for  lack  of  funds.  With  the  $300  raised  at  the 
last  town  meeting  the  sheathing  has  been  put  on  in  the  new  room 
and  in  the  entry  and  a  hardwood  floor  put  down  in  the  lower  room 
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so  that  now  we  have  in  this  building  two  comfortable  rooms  accom- 
modating over  sixty  pupils.  It  will  be  necessary  to  do  some  more 
work  on  the  walls  this  summer  in  order  to  have  the  rooms  and  en- 
tries in  good  condition. 

Comparatively  little  work  has  been  done  on  the  rural  buildings 
as  so  much  was  done  the  year  before.  At  the  Bates  building  a  new 
shed  was  built  with  greatly  improved  accommodations  for  wood  and 
toilets.  At  Covell  a  new  chimney  was  built.  This  room  should  be 
papered  as  soon  as  convenient  and  a  few  minor  repairs  made.  The 
room  at  Larone  should  also  be  papered  and  the  building  painted. 
A  plasterboard  ceiling  has  been  put  on  at  Nye's  Corner.  Necessary 
repairs  should  be  made  at  the  Webster  building  to  make  the  room 
homelike  and  attracthe.  New  desks  should  be  put  in,  the  room 
papered  and  a  new  out  building  built. 

INSURANCE.-*-The  matter  of  insurance  on  school  property 
has  been  considered  at  times  in  the  school  board  meetings,  and  as  a 
large  amount  of  money  will  be  needed  during  the  coming  year  in  or- 
der to  renew  policies  which  will  soon  expire,  it  seems  best  to  present 
to  the  citizens  of  the. town  a  statement  of  all  insurance  on  school 
buildings,  as  follows  :

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Twenty  of  the  above  policies  will  expire  during-  the  coming 
year  with  premiums  amounting  to  about  $425.  From  this  table  it 
will  be  seen  that  in  most  cases  the  buildings  are  well  protected  in 
case  of  fire.  It  is  also  evident  that  there  is  not  a  sufficient  amount 
of  insurance  on  the  Lawrence  High  school  building  and  on  the  North 
Grammar  building.  This  matter  will  be  presented  to  the  citizens  at 
the  town  meeting,  and  we  recommend  that  additional  insurance  be 
placed  on  the  buildings  referred  to  and  that  additional  funds  be 
raised  for  the  payment  ]of  the  premiums.  During  the  past  year 
some  of  our  neighbors  have  suffered  severe  loss  by  fire  in  school 
buildings.  We  should  profit  by  their  experiences  and  look  well  to 
our  own  protection.  The  Lawrence  High  School  building  is  valued 
at  about  §60,000  and  to  insure  it  for  80  per  cent  of  its  value  would 
require  an  additional  insurance  of  $20,500.00  costing  for  five  years 
about  $615.  To  double  the  amount  on  the  North  Grammar  build- 
ing would  require  an  additional  premium  of  about  $85.60  I  wish 
also  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  there  is  no  insurance  on  fur- 
niture, seats  and  debks  in  [any  of  the  buildings  except  the  high 
school. 

HIGH  SCHOOL. — The  high  school  continues  to  grow  in  num- 
bers. Next  year's  entering  class  will  probably  be  a  large  one  as 
there  are  over  thirty  in  the  ninth  grade  and  several  to  enter  from 
the  rural  schools.  The  state  high  school  inspector  on  a  recent  visit 
strongly  recommended  the  employment  of  a  sub-master  who  should 
have  charge  of  the  science  work  and  act  as  athletic  instructor.  If 
the  enrollment  continues  to  increase  it  will  be  necessary  to  have  an- 
other teacher.  An  arrangement  has  been  made  whereby  the  mem- 
bers of  the  senior  class  who  wish  to  take  the  state  teacher's  exam- 
inations in  June  may  receive  instruction  in  school  law,  pedagogy 
and  such  other  branches  as  are  required. 

Last  June  graduating- exercises  were  held  at  the  high  school 
building  at  which  the  following  received  diplomas  :  Alfred  O.  Baker, 
Herbert  E.  Blakney,  Elmer  R.  Craig,  Hubert  A,  Emery,  Ileen  H.

Totman,  and  Emma  J.  Wood. 
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PARENT  TEACHER'S  ASSOCIATION — We  are  pleased  to 
note  that  daring  the  past  year  a  Parent-Teacher's  Association  has 
been  organized  through  the  influence  of  some  of  the  ladies.  Regu- 
lar meetings  are  held  each  month,  and  the  interest  in.  the  work 
seems  to  be  increasing.  State  Superintendent  Smith  gave  a  very 
pleasing  address  at  one  of  their  meetings  in  the  fall.  The  organiza- 
tion has  been  the  means  of  starting  two  classes  in  physical  culture 
among  the  high  school  students,  with  Miss  Ella  Parkin  as  director. 
Last  spring  the  children  were  encouraged  to  start  home  gardens, 
and  the  success  of  the  movement  was  manifest  when  the  exhibition 
of  flowers  and  vegetables  was  given  in  the  fall.  An  association  of 
this  sort  can  be  of  much  value  in  the  town,  and  we  wish  it  contin- 
ued success. 

EDUCATION  BY  VISUALIZATION— For  the  past  six  years 
the  high  school  has  owned  an  excellent  stereoptican  lantern,  but  its 
usefulness  has  been  confined  wholly  to  the  physical  laboratory.  At 
present  the  system  of  education  by  visualization  is  holding  an  im- 
portant place  in  the  regular  school  curriculum.  Lantern  slides  are 
now  extensively  used  and  possess  decided  advantages  over  other 
forms  except  the  motion  pictures. 

We  have  recently  purchased  a  set  of  600  lantern  slides  for 
school  work.  The  set  deals  with  history,  geography,  industries  and 
other  educational  matter.  A  wealth  of  information  can  be  obtained 
from  every  one  of  these  views  when  properly  studied.  We  hope  to 
pay  for  this  equipment  by  means  of  illustrated  lectures  which  are 
furnished  by  the  company  free  of  charge,  in  addition  to  the  600 
slides. 

I  wish  to  call  attention  to  the  reports  of  the  principal  of  the 
high  school,  the  commercial  teacher,  and  of  the  teachers  of  mauual 
training  and  domestic  science.  These  reports  contain  interesting- 
material  in  regard  to  the  various  departments,  which  it  is  not  neces- 
sary for  me  to  repeat  here.  We  feel  that  the  year  has  been  a  suc- 
cessful one,  and  that  the  schools  are  a  credit  to  the  community.

Report  of  the  Principal  of  Lawrence  High  School 


To  Mr.  W.  0.  Hersey  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  Fairfield,  Me. 

I  herewith  submit  for  your  consideration  a  report  of  the  work 
done  in  Lawrence  High  School  for  the  year  ending  December  81,  1914 

In  looking  over  the  statistics  of  the  past  year  the  thing  that 
presents  itself  to  my  mind  most  forcibly  and  encouragingly  is  the 
continued  growth  of  the  school.  As  shown  in  my  report  for  last 
year  the  school  had  grown  from  an  average  attendance  of  51  in 
1909-1910  to  an  average  attendance  of  103  in  1913-1914.  During 
the  year  just  closed  the  attendance  has  been  as  follows  : 

Winter  term  108  (Boys  50  Girls  58)  average  94. 

Spring  term  112  (Boys  56  Girls  56)  average  107. 

Fall       term  125  (Boys  58  Girls  67)  average  117. 
The  relatively  large  number  of  boys  that  we  are  attracting  and  hold- 
ing throughout  the  course  is  most  satisfactory. 

The  course  of  study  remains  the  same  as  last  year  except  that 
the  science  work  for  the  first  year  has  been  changed  from  Physical 
Geography  to  General  Science,  This  work  is  intended  for  those 
students  who  do  not  care  to  go  as  deeply  into  the  subject  as  they 
would  be  expected  to,  if  they  elected  the  regular  science  work  which 
prepares  for  college.    The  intention  is  to  make  the  work  as  untech- 
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nical  as  possible,  to  arouse  the  interest  of  the  student,  and  to  pro- 
vide him  with  information  that  will  be  of  real  practical  value. 

We  have  at  last  acquired  the  privilege  of  sending  graduates  of 
the  school,  on  the  Principal's  certificate,  to  any  of  the  fourteen 
colleges  and  universities  represented  on  the  New  England  College 
Entrance  Certificate  Board.  Last  fall  we  took  advantage  of  this 
privilege  for  the  first  time,  and  the  students  to  whom  certificates 
were  granted  are  already  demonstrating  the  fact  that  they  were 
thoroughly  fitted  to  do  college  work.  They  are  reflecting  great 
credit  upon  the  school.  The  reputation  of  the  school  is  determined 
entirely  by  the  quality  of  the  work  done  by  its  representatives ; 
therefore  the  Principal  must  be  duly  cautious  in  granting  certificates. 

The  school  has  just  becom.e  allied  with  the  Kennebec  Valley 
Athletic  Association  which  has  for  its  object  the  promotion  of  ath- 
letics among  the  High  Schools  of  the  Kennebec  Valley.  It  is  the 
plan  of  the  association  to  devote  its  attention  this  year  principally 
to  track  athletics  and  tennis,  with  the  one  object  in  mind  always,  of 
getting  as  many  students  as  possible  to  pay  some  attention  to  their 
physical  development  as  well  as  to  their  mental  training.  It  seems 
wise  at  this  time  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact- that  the  school  is 
greatly  in  need  of  an  athletic  field.  The  one  we  now  use  is  excel- 
lently suited  to  the  purpose,  but  the  expense  connected  with  it  is  a 
heavy  drain  on  the  resources  of  the  school.  Our  total  athletic  ex- 
pense last  year  was  nearly  $800. 

Last  March  the  Senior  Class,  following  the  custom  established 
by  previous  classes,  made  a  tour  to  Washington,  1).  C,  this  taking 
the  place  of  the  regular  graduation  exercises.  The  trip  included  a 
stop  of  five  hours  in  Philadelphia  with  an  automombile  sight-seeing 
tour  of  the  city  ;  and,  on  the  return  trip,  a  stop  of  six  hours  in  New 
York  City  with  an  automobile  tour  of  that  city.  The  class  remained 
five  days  in  Washington,  enjoying  among  other  things  an  automo- 
bile trip,  "Seeing  Washington,"  trip  to  Arlington,  Alexandria,  and 
Mount  Vernon.  Through  the  courtesy  of  Senator  Johnson,  the 
members  of  the  class  had  an  opportunity  to  meet  President  Wilson. 

In  June  exercises  appropriate  to  the  closing  of  the  school  year 
were  held  under  the  auspices  of  the  Senior  Class.    The  speaker  of 
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the  evening  was  Professor  Herbert  C.  Libby  of  Colby  College.  At 
this  time  the  diplomas  were  awarded  the  members  of  the  class.  Of 
the  fourteen  graduates,  five  are  pursuing  studies  in  higher  instituti- 
tions  of  learning. 

Several  of  the  classes  are  taking  advantage  this  year  of  a  course 
in  Psychology  and  Pedagogy  which  President  Roberts  of  Colby  Col- 
lege is  conducting  under  the  direction  of  the  State  Department  of 
Education.  The  teachers  are  spending  their  time  and  money  in  this 
way,  that  they  may  be  the  better  fitted  for  their  work  and  may  keep 
in  touch  with  the  new  ideas  in  regard  to  their  profession. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  express  my  indebtedness  to  all  the  assist- 
ants for  their  faithful  co-operation,  and  to  Mr.  Hersey  for  his  able 
leadership,  through  whom  whatever  ol  success  has  been  attained 
was  made  possible.

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Report  of  the  Commercial  Teacher 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  herewith  present  the  annual  report  for  the  Commercial  De- 
partment of  Lawrence  High  School. 

The  enrollment  in  the  Commercial  Department  has  increased  in 
proportion  with  the  enrollment  of  the  whole  school.  This  is  shown 
by  comparing  the  figures  of  last  year  with  those  for  the  present 
year.

This  slight  decrease  in  the  typewriting  enrollment  is  due  to  the 
fact  that  this  year  we  are  requiring  two  periods  a  day  from  each  pn- 
pil  in  order  to  give  more  practice,  and  as  we  have  not  sufficient  ma- 
chines we  have  had  to  refuse  permission  to  take  typewriting  to  those 
below  the  Junior  class. 

Two  of  the  Remington  Award  Tests  were  recently  given  to 
some  of  the  Senior  pupils  in  typewriting,  and  the  results  were  very 
satisfactory,  two  of  the  girls  missing  the  first  award  by  the  narrow 
margin  of  about  one  word.  This  year  we  have  also  done  consider- 
able typewriting  for  the  school  department,  but  our  great  need  at 
present  is  a  Neostyle.  If  we  possessed  one  of  these  machines,  the 
work  on  circular  letters  would  be  greatly  simplified  ;  and  in  time, 
after  the  students  became  proficient  in  its  use,  the  machine  could  be 
made  to  pay  for  itself,  for  the  department  might  then  be  able  to  do 
outside  work. 

The  beginners'  class  in  stenography  is  taking  up  the  rudimen- 
tary principles  of  Chandler  shorthand,  and  the  seoond  year  class  is 
mastering  the  more  advanced  principles,  as  well  as  taking  simple

letters  from  dictation.  This  latter  class  has  also  recently  been 
transcribing  these  letters  on  the  typewriter  and  have  been  doing 
very  creditable  work.  The  senior  or  third  year  class  in  Stenog- 
raphy has  been  having  speed  practice  and  has  also  been  studying 
business  methods,  including  various  forms  of  business  papers,  bank- 
ing methods,  post  office  methods,  etc.  At  the  beginning  of  the 
second  semester  they  started  the  study  of  business  law,  and  will 
continue  with  that  until  their  graduation  in  June. 

The  first  year  bookkeeping  class  is  studying  the  general  rules  of 
debit  and  credit  and  their  application  to  the  simple  methods  of  book- 
keeping;  while  the  advanced  class  has  kept  books  for  the  grocery 
business  (after  one  month's  work  in  single-entry,  changing  them  t0 
double-entry)  and  the  commission  business,  and  are  now  acting  as 
bookkeepers  for  a  wholesale  dry  goods  house.  Later  they  will  keep 
books  such  as  are  used  in  a  shoe  manufacturing  business.  In  this 
way  they  are  given  an  insight  into  the  different  methods  of  keeping 
the  books  of  various  kinds  of  business  enterprizes. 

The  first  year  class  in  penmanship  and  spelling  has  been  study- 
ing the  Palmer  Method  of  penmanship  which  has  been  recently  in- 
troduced into  some  of  the  grades.  This  system  is  based  on 
arm-movement  writing,  and  is  the  kind  preferred  by  most  business 
houses  as  it  is  neat  and  legible,  as  well  as  rapid.  The  words  used 
for  the  spelling  lessons  are  those  most  commonly  used  in  everyday 
life.

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Report  of  Teacher  of  Manual  Training 


To  the  Superintendent  o  f  Schools  : — 

The  third  year  of  manual  training  has  shown  a  great  improve- 
ment in  many  ways.  The  number  of  boys  attending  this  year  has 
.increased  from  109  to  about  125  or  130.  The  boys  in  the  upper 
grades  now  show  marked  improvement  in  their  knowledge  of  tools 
and  method  of  construction.  There  is  also  greater  skill  in  the  use 
of  tools  in  comparison  with  the  tirst  two  years  of  the  work. 

The  work  is  gradually  getting  down  to  a  course  nearer  like  that 
of  manual  training-departments  of  longer  standing,  and  I  am  sure 
the  quality  of  the  work  compares  favorably  with  that  done  in  other 
towns  of  the  size  of  Fairfield.  The  interest  among  the  boys  in 
manual  training  seems  to  be  as  keen  as  at  the  beginning  which  is  a 
very  good  recommendation  in  itself.  Saturday  mornings  are  usually 
given  up  to  voluntary  classes  and  helping'  boys  who  want  to  do  out- 
side work  or  who  are  behind  in! their  regular  work. 

In  comparing  the  department  with  that  of  other  towns  Fairfield 
seems  to  be  keeping  up  to  the  standard  of  good  work.  The  num- 
ber of  models  put  out  is. sometimes  misleading.  It  must  be  remem- 
berod  that  each  boy  gets  about  one  hour  and  three  qnarters  a  week 
and  it  takes  several  weeks  to  complete  the  simplest  of  models.  More 
benches  would  mean  larger  classes  at  a  time  and  thus  a  longer 
period  to  each  class. 

It  seems  to  me  time  that  some  new  branch  was  added  to  the 
course.  Up  to  now  only  the  simplest  of  tools  are  used  and  as  the 
older  boys  are  encouraged  to  attempt  larger  things  it  is  very  hard  to 
get  along.  Some  new  tools  are  very  much  needed  this  coining  year 
in  order  to  keep  the  work  advancing  and  to  give  more  variety.  In 
most  schools  the  first  addition  is  usually  a  small  turning  lathe. 
This  is  mostly  for  high  school  work  and  introduces  a  great  variety 
of  exercises  and  models  and  can  be  used  to  great  advantage  in  the 
making  of  table  legs,  stool  legs,  mallets,  tool  handles,  candle  sticks, 
lolling  pins  and  many  other  practical  objects.

Report  of  Teacher  of  Domestic  Science 


To  the  Superintendent  of  schools  : 

I  herewith  submit  my  second  annual  report  of  the  Domestic 
Science  work  in  the  Fairtleld  public  schools.  This  year  cooking  is 
taught  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades,1  sewing  in  the  sixth  and 
ninth  grades  and  is  elective  in  the  high  school.  For  an  outline  of 
the  cooking  courses  I  refer  you  to  the  town  report  of  1914. 

Grades  six  and  nine  have  made  good  progress  in  sewing  which  is 
a  new  subject  for  'them.'  A  complete  mastery  of  the  simple  stitches 
in  hand  sewing  is  required  before  the  girls  proceed  with  machine 
wsrk.  The  following  is  a  list  of  some  of  the  articles  made  in  the 
classes  : 
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Models 
dish  wiper 
sewing  apron 
dust  cap 
cooking  apron 
sewing  bag- 
night  robe 
needle  book 
handkerchief

underclothes,  kimona,  shirt  waist  and  simple  gingham  dress 
teaching  application  of  patterns,  machine  stitching  and  construction 
work,  such  as  French  seams,  flat  fell,  etc. 

The  gills  have  come  to  a  point  in  their  sewing  which  borders 
on  dressmaking,  and  I  would  recommend  the  purchase  of  more  ma- 
chines that  we  may  branch  out  more  in  this  line.  We  should  also 
have  lockers  or  cupboards  where  the  sewing  work  may  be  kept.  At 
present  the  girls  have  to  carry  their  materials  and  work  back  and 
forth  from  home  causing  unnecessary  wear  and  tear  on  the  models. 

This  year  we  started  a  domestic  science  course  for  high  school 
students  giving  points  toward  graduation.  Such  courses  are  com- 
mon in  the  larger  towns  and  cities  of  Massachusetts,  but  are  only 
just  being  started  in  the  high  schools  of  Maine.  The  course  will  be 
a  continuation  of  the  grammar  school  work.  The  plan  is  eventually 
to  teach  dressmaking,  millinery,  advanced  hand  work,  household 
arts  and  cooking,  paying  special  attention  to  the  economic  value  and 
study  of  foods.  This  year  we  have  offered  sewing  to  freshmen, 
household  arts  to  sophomeres,  and  next  year  we  will  add  cooking  for 
Juniors. 

Household  arts  is  a  recitation  course  and  deals  with  the  study 
of  household  plans,  furnishings  and  decorations  the  first  semester, 
and  textiles  the  second  semester.  A  general  knowledge  of  textiles, 
their  manufacture,  use  and  cost  is  required,  including  a  visit  to  the 
woolen  and  cotton  mills.*  That  these  courses  are  approvad  is  shown 
by  the  fact  that  every  mother  of  the  thirty- five  high  school  girls 
taking  domestic  science  has  sent  in  a  signed  report  to  that  effect.

A  month  ago  we  obtained  from  the  mother  of  every  girl  taking 
domestic  science  answers  to  four  questions.  Following  is  a  list  of 
the  questions  with  a  summary  of  the  answers  : 

1.  Do  you  consider  the  course  in  domestic  science  practical? 

Yes,  95  per  cent ;  no,  5  per  cent. 

2.  Did  your  girl  cook  or  sew  before  taking  domestic  science? 

Yes,  51  per  cent;  no  49  per  cent. 

3.  Do  you  think  your  girl  has  learned  enough  domestic  science 

to  pay  for  the  time  she  has  spent  in  the  classes? 
Yes,  92  per  cent;  no,  8  pe,  cent. 

4.  Does  your  girl  practice  at  home  what  she  learns  in  domestic 

science  ? 

Yes,  93  per  cent;  no,  7  per  cent. 

As  these  reports  show  that  only  about  five  to  eight  parents  out 
of  a  hundred  do  not  think  it  pays  and  as  there  are  no  more  com- 
petent judges  than  the  parents,  I  think  we  may  say  that  domestic 
science  in  the  Fairfield  schools  is  a  good  investment. 

I  thank  the  parents  for  their  hearty  interest  and  cooperation 
with  the  department.
